Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that Moriya does not use 
differing seed data for each rewrite and further argues that Moriya has a difference in configuration. Examiner disagrees. Examiner would 
point out that Moriya teaches adding seed data (i.e., initial value) for randomizing, to data to be recorded on the recording medium 
[column 9, lines 45-63 and column 10, lines 13-22], and determining at least one bit randomized data by operating at least one bit data 
added seed data to the data and multiple bit randomized data [column 10, lines 13-22 and lines 33-44], wherein the different value of 
seed data is used as seed data in every time of rewriting data [column 11, lines 7-14], as discussed in the last office action. Examiner 
asserts that Moriya teaches the claimed limitations and therefore the rejection is respectfully maintained. 
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
